Information Disclosure Statement 



The applicant's response dated 4-12-02 mentions a proper IDS submission. 
However, no IDS was enclosed in the application during the writing of the present office 
action. 

The examiner has contacted the attorney of record, Albin Gess, pointing out the 
discrepancy. Mr. Gess indicated that a proper IDS would be submitted. At the time of 
this office action, the IDS has not been matched with the application. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claim 35 

The applicant has successfully overcome erstwhile rejections. Concerning 
independent claim 35, the examiner concedes that Neev et al. neglects to explicitly 
disclose allowing interaction energy transients to substantially decay so that material 
modification is effected as stated in limitation c. Instead, the Neev patent discloses the 
generation and subsequent decay of plasma. As a result, the previous double patenting 
rejection has also been obviated. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Independent claim 55 

Concerning independent claim 55, Neev ('894) neglects to disclose the use of a 
continuous wave beam of electromagnetic radiation. Instead, Neev discloses pulsed

EMR application. Neev discloses an oscillator and a pulse stretcher, which actually 
teaches way from using a continuous wave beam.
